Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
informed Applicant that the amendment filed 05/05/2010 was carefully considered and another search was performed 
to determine whether the amendments overcame the prior art. In reconsidering the specification and all depending 
claims in this search, Examiner became aware of an amendment that would overcome all prior art. Examiner advised 
Applicant to claim that the model is produced prior to generating the radiological data and that the composite index 
was one of the options provided in claim 18. Particularly, Examiner explained that the newly found Mazess reference in 
combination with the Charles reference would render the amended independent claims (as filed 05/05/2010) 
unpatentable. Applicant agreed to the proposed amendments of independent claims 1,19, and 24 as made evident by 
the Examiner's Amendment submitted with the concurrent Notice of Allowability. Also, Applicant agreed to amend 
claims 24 and 25 in order to overcome 35 USC 101 issues as is evident in the Examiner's Amendment
